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Kleinert’s Tells Of Expansion Plans Council Pledges Help Securing Doctors For Elba 
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The Elba City Council, 
the Industrial Development 
Board and others were guest 
Tuesday at a news conference 
and luncheon in the conference 
room of Kleinert's. Hosts at 
the meeting were the manage- 
ment personnel of the local 
plant 

The purpose of the event 
was to officially’ announce the 
expansion of the local Klein- 


ert's plant which was reported 
in THE ELBA CLIPPER last 
week. However, Plant Manager 
Arnold Chafin noted that the 
high number of new employes 
mentioned in last week's news 
article was “somewhat high.” 
He said the figure of 100 would 
be more accurate. 

Chafin gave the group at- 
tending a short history of the 
company including the present 


output. He showed samples of 
the items currently coming off 
the production line and ex- 
plained the new items to be 
added in the near future. He 
Said 100 persons will be added 
within thrity days and 100 
Within 6 or 7 months as they 
ean be trained and put on the 
production line. 

Kleinert’s presently has a 
$3 million payroll in the Elba 
plant and works an average of 
625 people. 

City officials, industrial 
board representatives and 


members of the Kleinert's man- 


agement team will seek an ap- 
pointment in the next few days 
in Montgomery to acquire funds 
to assist in the training portion 
of the expansion

‘“‘Laying”’ A Fire 


During my early teen-age 
years I had several odd jobs. 
One I had the longest and 
which taught me most, was 
the job given me by a lawyer. 
He and his father-in-law, also 
an attorney, were partners 
who had a suite of offices on 
the second floor of a build- 
ing near the center of town. 


My job was to ‘‘lay’’ fires 
in the offices. To‘‘lay’’afire 
was tocleantheashes from the 
grates; and place paper, kind- 
ling, and coal in the fireplace. 
When the lawyers came to 
work, they had only to light 
the fire. I filled the coal 
buckets, placing two by each 
of the three grates so the men

“KEEP ON KEEPING ON” 


Before Thomas A. Edison 
invented the electric light, he 
experienced many disappoint- 
ments and delays. It is re- 
ported that he spent more than 
$100,000 and conducted 10,000 
unsuccessful experiments. 
Edison remarked to a friend on 
one occasion, “I have not 
failed - I have just found 10,000 
ways that won’t work.” 

His problem was in finding 
a substance that would give off 
a good glow when electricity 
flowed through it, yet not burn 
into an ash when heated. He 
tried hundreds of materiais 
from platinum to a red hair 
from the beard of a railroad 
Station agent. 

On October 19, 1879, he in- 
serted a carbonized thread fil- 
ament into the bulb and it shed 
a good light.

PREP SEASON DRAWING TO A CLOSE 


The high school basketball season draws to a close this 
-week, and it looks like South-Alabama will be well repre- 
sented in the upcoming state tournament. = 

The Regional tournaments will be played next week,while 
the state tourney will tip-off on March 2, at Memorial Coli- 
seum, in Tuscaloosa. 

At the present time there are eight (8) class 4A teams from 
the local area that appear to have a shot at making the 
journey to Tuscaloosa. Heading up the listis Auburn, boasting 
a 24-4 record, and Central of Phenix City, with a 22-3 slate. 
The Tigers have been cruising all season long, while Central 
jumped into the spotlight last week by handing Dothan a 17- 
point thrashing. 

Also included among the 4A favorites are Ozark rss, 
Tuskegee (16-4), Jeff Davis (17-8), Dothan (16-6), Selma (18-5 
and Bay Minette (15-6). 

In class 3A, two of the top local teams are both in Region 2. 
The two powerhouses are Ashford (23-3) and Andalusia (20-4). 
The Yellow Jackets have beaten Dothan and Ozark, two strong 
4A teams, while Andalusia is improving game by game under 
coach Richard ‘Robertson. The two 3A schools are favored in 
their area, and seem headed for a showdown in the Regional 
finals! 

Evergreen, a Perennial Region I power, boasts a 23-5 
record, and has won 19 out oftheirlast 20 games. The Aggies 
should have an easy trip to the state tourney. 

Other 3A schools given a chanceat making the state tourna- 
ment are Opp (17-5), Tallassee (18-3), Troy (15-11), and Monroe- 
ville (14-8). 

Suth » isbame also boasts several good 2A schools! 
Probably the finest 2A school around is Headland (22-3). 
The ‘‘Thundering Rams’’ have not lost to a team in their 
class, and boast a 25-point victory over the highly-rated 
Ashford Yellow Jackets. 

The team with the best chance to knock-off Headland is 
Florala. The 19-5 Wildcats made it to the semi-finals of 
the state tourney in 75, and definitely have a shot at a repeat 
performance. 

The top 2A school in the Montgomery area is St. Jude. 
The Pirates (19-6) also made it to the state tourney last 
year, and are considered ‘‘Shoe-ins’’ for a return trip! 

Two other teams with a good shot at pulling an upset and 
earning a trip to Tuscaloosa are Autaugaville (22-5) and 
Daleville (18-2). 

The state tournament could include two class A teams 
that competed in the Elba Tip-Off Tournament. The duo is, of 
course, Red Level and New Brockton. 

Red Level boasts a 23-4 record, and has as much talent as 
any team around. The Tigers, who have beaten Andalusia 
and New Brockton, should have no trouble in making their 
first trip ever to the state tourney. 

New Brockton owns a 17-9 record, and are a definite favorite 
to return to the state finals. The Gamecocks: have only lost to 
one class A school (Red Level), and are led by 6-6 center 
Billy Edwards. 

New Brockton’s biggest challenge could come from Rebecca

SEVERAL RULE CHANGES MADE 


FOR ’76 GRID 


Beginning with the 1976 foot- 
ball season butt-blocking and 
face tacking techniques will be 
illegal. The change was oneof 
several approved by the Nat- 
ional Alliance Football Rules 
Committee meeting in Port- 
land, Oregon on January 7-8, 
1976. 

With the concern on the 
increasing number of neck 
injuries in the game the Rules 
Committee banned blocking 
and tacking in which the faceis 
the primary area of contact. 
Butt-blocking was defined as 
“A technique involving an 
initial blow with the face mask, 
frontal area or top of helmet 
driven directly into an opp- 
onent as the primary point of 
either in close line 
play or in the open field.”’ 
The committee defined face- 
tacking as ‘‘driving the face 
mask, frontal area or top of 
the helmet directly into the 
runner.”’ 

By taking this action the com- 
mittee hopes that the number 
of broken necks, broken and 
cracked vertebrae and other 
neck injuries will be minimi- 
zed. The rule change will 
necessitate the return to 
shoulder blocking and tackling 
where the point of impact 
and primary striking surface 
is the shoulder rather than the 
head. 

There was much sentiment 


. in the Rules Committee to 


remove the face mask from the 
helmet. Evidence was pre- 
sented showing that the long 
bulky face mask can serve as 
a lever to pry the head up 
and back. thus causing neck
